In the next 30 days Vancouver will 
be called on to méve more prairie 
grain for export than was shipped in 
che entire crop year of 1922, accord; 


ng to statisties of the Vancouver ~ 


Merchants’ Exchange. 

Altogether 20,371,000 bushels of 
grain have been booked for expart this 
month and January. Of the amount 
14,557,155 bushels is for the Unitew 
Kingdom and continental Europe, af 
114,180 for the Orient. Last year's 
otal for the port was 19,169,000 bush- 
els. 

A large amount of grain, reported 
to be*more than 1,000,000 bushels, was 
mioved out of Vancouver last month 
over private docks. The wheat was 
sacked in Calgary and loaded directly 
from the cars into boats in Vancouver.

“The most obvious fact about th 
British commonwealth today. Is the 
bad_ distribution of population within 
it,” says the Round Table. “The“pop- 
ulation of Great Britain, according to 
the eensus-of 1921, was 42,767,530, in- 
habiting an area of 89,047 -square 
miles. According to the ‘last figures 
there are about 1,185,000 unemployed 
in the country, partly because of the 
falling off in European™’trade, partly 
because, despite 766,512 Englishmen, 
Scotmen, Irishmen and Welshmen kifl- 
ed during the war, the increase of 
population in this island has risen. 

“Great Britain is obviously over- 
populated. On the other hand, there 
is an equally-obvious shortage of pop- 
ulation inm-the Dominions, Canada, 
with an area of 3,729,665 square miles 
has a population of 8,788,483...

Hudson Bay 
Resources 
-—- 
Untimited Water Power on Nelson 
River in Reach of H. B, Line 

Sinee the commencement of the 
agitation for the construction of the 
Hu.sm Bay railway line there has 
been a dearth of infermation con- 
cerning the district through which 
the ‘line traverses, as also of the 
navigation ‘possibilities of Hudson 
Bay itself. This lack has in part 
been supplied by a recent publication 
of the Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service . of Department of the 
Intericr on the “Hudson Bay Railway 
Belt and Hudson Bay.” From vart- 
ows sources the information contained 
in the report has been secured, while 
in-a large measure, official reports 

thave been used in the compilation; 
certain unofficial information has also 
been made.use Of. 

As an indication of the wide range 
of research’ necessary in the prepara- 
tion of the publication it may be 
stated-that no less than twenty-seven 
authorities are quoted on the debat- 
able point of the period of possibie 
-navigation of Hudson Strait. 

The physical features of the Hud- 
son Bay area are dealt with, as also 
are such interests as Wgriculture, min- 

“ing, water powers, game and fur, fish 
eries, forests and climate. Of the 
minerals the report says: 

“The most outstanding mineraliz- 
ed area yet discovered is a belt 125 
miles long and 20 to 40 miles wide, ex- 
tending east and west from Herb Lake, 
Manitoba, to Amisk Leke, Saskatche- 
wan, and crossing the Saskatchewan- 
Manitoba boundary just south of lati- 
tude 55 degree. This is known as 
‘The. Pas mineral belt.’ This is simi- 
lar formation to the: mineralized por- 
tions of Northern Ontario.” 

: Enormous quantities of hydraulic 
power are within transmission _ dis- 
tance of the Hudson Bay Railway Belt, 
the Nelson River alone being capable 
of producing almost two and one-half 
million horsepower at ordinary mini- 
mum natural flow. Suggested uses 
for this power, none of which has been 
as yet developed, are the smelting of 
copper and iron ores in electric furn- 
aces, production of fertilizers by fixa- 
tion of atmospheric nitrogen, and pulp 
and paper enterprises. These indas- 
tries depend almost entirely upon a 
cheap power supply, such as is avail- 
able in the Hudson Bay country. 

The report provides a useful com- 
-pendium of information to those in- 
terested in Hudson Bay and its devel- 
opment. It is accompanied by a map 
of the region and its resources. Cop- 
ies may be had on application to the 
Superintendent, Natural Resources In- 
telligence Service, Department of the 
Interior, Ottawa.

from the trees in the country. It 
Seems the bees collect their honey 
from poisonous flowers, and to eat it 
is dangerous. — ¢ 

In ‘the United States, the greater 
part of the honey comes from the 
west. The bees steal the pollen~of 
the sweet clover, white sage, and 
other mountain flowers and store fi tn 
combs they make, or, if they belong 
to a bee form, they deposit the golden 
syrup in combs of beeswax placed in 
the hives by the farmer. a 

Honey in the central states is made 
from white clover, Spanish needle, 
and heartsease. In the south, cotton, 
Anesquite, horsemint and sweet clover 
are prey for the busy insect. In the 
various sections of North America 
tlie bee haunts also orange blossoms, 
asters and basswood. 

In the east and north and in Canada 
buckwheat or white clover is usually 
the mecca of the bees. 

The bees of Scotland gather their 
honey from the heather. Narbonne 
honey, of France, is like .our white 
clover honey. Mt. Hymettus in 
Greece, near Athens, is celebrated in 
masterpieces of prose and verse for 
iff fine honey, whieh comes from the 
wild thyme.
